solvents, 

wherein the aromatic hydrocarbon is basically C9 or Cio-based,

wherein the other solvent other than aprotic polar solvents is two or more of propylene 
glycol monomethyl ether, propylene glycol monomethyl ether acetate, butyl acetate, ethyl 3- 
ethoxypropionate, methyl 3-methoxypropionate, and cyclohexanone; 

wherein 30 to 60 percent by mass of propylene glycol monomethyl ether is present in the 
remover; 

wherein the aromatic hydrocarbon which is basically C9 or Cio-based comprises a solvent 
naphtha.

3 5 used for removal of an uncured photosensitive composition, which remover consists 
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essentially of 10 to 20 percent by mass of one or more aromatic hydrocarbon^ having 9 carbon 
atoms or more within the molecule and 80 to 90 percent by mass of one or more other solvents) 
other than aprotic polar solvents, 

wherein the aromatic hydrocarbon is basically Co or Cm-based, 

wherein the photosensitive composition remover is used for removal of a photosensitive 
composition containing a pigment; 

wherein the other solvent other than aprotic polar solvents is at least one selected from 
the group consisting of glycol ethers excluding dipropylene glycol monomethyl ether, glycol 
ether carboxylates, carboxylic acid esters excluding ethyl acetate and amvl acetate, 
hydroxycarboxylic acid esters, ketones, alkoxycarboxylic acids esters, and cyclic ethers; and 

wherein the aromatic hydrocarbon which is basically C o or Cm -based comprises at least 
one selected from the group consisting of a basically Co alkvlbenzene-based mixed solvent, a 
basically C m alkylbenzene-based mixed solvent, and a basically C m alkylbenzene- 
alkylnaphthalene-based mixed solvent , 

wherein 30 to 60 percent by mass of propylene glycol monomethyl ether is present in the 
remover.
